P 
RESIDENT ROOSEVELT makes a point, and 


an ex cellent one, in connnection with the an­ 


nouncement that his home in Hy de Park, with its 
hundred acres of land, and all of the papers and 
records since he entered public life will be turned 
ev er to a museum to be established there. The 


president suggests the papers and records should 
be at the disposal of the historians, with which 


there should be little disagreement. 
Probably the papers of Abraham Lincoln and of 
George Washington are more complete than of 


any of the other presidents. But in the case of Lin­ 


coln there are many records and many documents 
missing, and they are widely scattered. The Lin­ 
coln era was one of high controv ersy and enough 
has happened during the New Deal to indicate it 
will become the subject of careful study by the 
historians. The Roosev elt plan to leav e ev ery thing 
intact in a museum established in his own home 
should and has aroused enthusiasm. 


■’N the Third Nebraska congressional district, Con- 
■ ■ gressman Karl Stefan, Norfolk, republican, has 
v oiced a protest that in his district reduction of 
WPA rolls embodies discrimination. It may be

Stefan’s trouble arises out of the fact that his par­ 


ty , the republican party , wants to ride the horse 


in two opposite directions, and that is quite an 
accomplishment. He and his associates in the re­ 
publican party want less spending but they want 
their own drouth sufferers and their own desti­ 


tute taken care of. 
No member of the Nebraska congressional dele­ 


gation has been more energetic in speaking up for 
a share of the spending than Mr. Stefan. 
There are hard hit, drouth-bitten counties in 
the Third district. Boone county , for ex ample, has 
undergone a so ul-testing series of rev erses. For 
sev en straight y ears drouth has destroy ed crops 
in Boone county , and the condition of hundreds 
of people there merits the complete sy mpathy and 
understanding of the public. Farms hav e been 
v acated, and the case load, proportionately , is as 
heav y as any in the state. The WPA and the FSA 
hav e done ev ery thing possible to allev iate these 
conditions. And at least two other counties in the 
Third congressional district hav e suffered sev ere­ 
ly , but in the bulk of them the corn crop produced 
was the best in any section of the state.

Referendum In The South 


rpH E ov erwhelming character of the decision 
rendered on the farm program by cotton 
producers in the southern states leav es little room 
fo r argument by “ Cotton Ed” Smith and other 
southern representativ es in congress who hav e 
been highly critical. The v ote was 9 40,39 3 in fav or 
of continuing the program to 17 7 ,8 5 5 against. 
Although a majority of the tobacco growers— 
130,37 2 for against 9 8 ,6 5 8 opposed—v oted to con­ 
tinue the tobacco controls, it fell short of the re­ 
quired 66 per cent under the prov isions of the law. 
Which means the tobacco growers will go it on 
their own so far as marketing quotas are con­ 
cerned, and at the same time effectually disposes 
o f ail argument that the prov isions of the law gav e 
Secretary Wallace dictatorial powers. The rice 
growers, a small crop, likewise rejected produc­ 
tion control. 
The results would seem to suggest that controls 
are more popular in those crops to which huge 
acreages are dev oted and large surpluses accum­ 
ulated. 


Capone's Return 


' ~iOR eight y ears Al Capone, only a number at 
Alcatraz, has been v ery much out of the head­ 
lines, with now and then a notable ex ception. 
And he was the big shot in Chicago gang rule. 
Capone nex t month leav es the prison built by 
the federal gov ernment for the roughest and the 
toughest, after hav ing completed the ten y ear sen­ 
tence Imposed upon him. With deductions for good 
time, he is eligible for release on J anuary 19. He 
still has a y ear's jail sentence to serv e in Chicago 
before complete freedom. There will be a great 
deal of curiosity as to what Alcatraz has done for 
Capone. But regardless of what it has done to him 
or for him, the world upon which he emerges is 
drastically different than the one upon which he 
turned his back inv oluntarily a few y ears back. 
Largely responsible is an efficient and activ e 
G-men’s corps which has done a splendid job in 
breaking up gangsterism. 


Columbus, which led Mr. Howard to suggest the 
election was a mandate to cease federal spend­ 
ing, to demobilize the relief agency , and to return 
the problem of pov erty and unemploy ment to 
the doorstep of the indiv idual family . That prob­ 
ably was a hasty conclusion. The people in Ne­ 
braska, in the Third district, v oted against the 
administration, but many of them W’ho v oted 
against the administration, did not believ e spend­ 
ing would be discontinued. Many of them thought 
it would go right on, and they v oted against the 
administration because they were dissatisfied with 
what they were getting, and they thought a v ote 
against would bring them more. Many of them 
v oted against the administration on the issue of the 
farm program, not with the idea that it would be 
scrapped, but here and there they had a quar­ 
rel and they thought their protests would result 
in changes. 
But the driv e is on in the country to discon­ 
tinue spending. Senator By rd was its embittered 
critic ov er the week-end. And it is not a bad thing 
to hav e the issue raised that a clear cut deci­ 
sion may be had. A great many people highly 
critical of the relief program, a great many who 
are beneficiaries of the relief program, will dis­ 
cov er possibly they applied the match to that 
which prov ided them with subsistence during the 
most difficult periods. Relief can be carried out 
only in a high spirit of idealism on the part of 
both those who pay the bill and those who bene­ 
fit. And there hav e been abuses on both sides— 
among those who pay the bills a lack of under­ 
standing and of sy mpathy for destitution; and 
among those who benefit an increasing clamor for 
more and more.

Stefan’s crust is to be commended highly . He 
has a consummate amount of gall. It is all right 
to be up and coming when the interests of the 
home folks are at stake but Mr. Stefan ought to 
possess at least enough o f the basic elements of 
statesmanship to know that the truly pitiful con­ 
dition, which confronts him in some parts of his 
own district, where drouth is sev ere, ex ists in 
many sections of the state. When a mandate is for 
a reduction of spending, in what manner can it 
be applied practically unless uniformly ? In the 
central, the south central, and the southwestern 
sections of Nebraska, there are many drouth coun­ 
ties where conditions are just as appalling and as 
pulling upon the sy mpathies. The fact is Nebras­ 
ka hasn’t produced a normal crop for fiv e y ears, 
and y et her businessmen and many of her peo­ 
ple are cry ing to return relief to the states and 
the local communities. What they mean is to re­ 
turn relief to the local communities but finance 
it with federal funds. And at the same time the 
cry is to reduce spending. What is meant is to re­ 
duce the relief load in some section other than 
the one from which the cry goes up. That is Con­ 
gressman Stefan’s predicament. The new y ear is 
going to usher in a much clearer understanding 
of the problem of relief.

Nebraska Ground Water 


rpHAT was a most astonishing statement made by 
Dr. A. L. Lugn, 
Univ ersity of Nebraska 
geologist, before the conv ention of irrigators at 
Scottsbluff in regard to the ground water under­ 
ly ing this state. It was astonishing because it is 
believ ed few people realized the v ast store to be 
found beneath the surface. 
Dr, Lugn estimates the w'ater beneath the 
surfnce of this state amounts to 900 million acre 
feet. This is equal to ten times the normal mean 
annual rainfall, which is 23 inches. It would cov er 
the surface of the state to a depth of 20 feet. This 
means ev ery thing to Nebraska, which is in need 
abov e all things, of a reliable and unfailing supply 
of water. 
As was pointed out by Dr. Lugn this water will 
quickly be av ailable for irrigation in practically 
all parts o f the state. For with cheap power being 
installed it will be possible to put down wells and 
set up pumps, thus putting the moisture where it 
will do the most good. Then will Nebraska blossom 
as the rose. Then will all kinds of crops flourish 
and the entire state be transformed into a garden 
spot, ev en as the North Platte v alley has been.
